1. Appeal brief filed 10/14/04 has been fully considered and is persuasive, thus the 
final action, mailed 5/19/04, including advisory action, mailed 8/24/04, is now herein 
withdrawn. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. As the 
appellant points out at p. 13:15-18, 14:5-8, 14:18-20, 16:12-15. 17:4-7, 20:2-3,21:14- 
16, 23:1-2, 25:6-9, and 26:17-19, the GNU Make Manual does not disclose arid/or 
suggest at least "reading dependency files into a control file, and once therein, splitting 
selected lines of these dependency files into target strings and prerequisite strings", in 
such a manner as recited in each of independent claims 1, 5, 14, 15, 16 and 26. Prior 
art of record does not teach and/or suggest as such claimed limitations; thus, all 
pending claims, claims 1-7, 9-22 and 24-26 are allowed.
